"Children could be 
trapped and starve to death, if 
Junkyards were easily accessi¬ 
ble.'' Town Atty. Nick Vasfleff 
added that the fence requirement 
was for safety reasons and was 
not designed to put anyone out 
of business. 

Payment of a $202 bill for sta¬ 
tionery, submitted by the town 
collector, was held up by the 
board, pending a report on full 
expenses of the office. Briggs 
said he questioned Che bill as to 
whether it should be paid by the 
township or by tfie collector him¬ 
self.

Payment also was delayed for 
a $100 towing charge for the 
township grader which was 
stuck in the snow. Road Com¬ 
missioner Charles Hanks submit¬ 
ted other tow bills of $25 and 
$30 and said more would be 
forthcoming. Total town fund 
bills approved amounted to 
$119, while road and bridge bills 
totaled $2139.

Madison county taverns, includ' 
ing 24 in the <^ad-City area, to 
pay their S300 county liquor li¬ 
cense fee for the 1960 calendar 

No exact deadline has been 
set, but the unincorporated area 
establishments are expected to 
be advised to obtain their li¬ 
censes by mid-AprU, it was 
learned this week. 

Now that the aveather has im¬ 
proved and most roads are free 
of snow and ice, members of the 
liquor license committee of the 
county board of supervisors plan 
to visit the delinquent taverns 
and notify them to pay the li¬ 
cense fee. The action Is being 
taken later than usual this year 
due to the weather. 

While it la believed that most 
of the 51 delinquent establish¬ 
ments have been operating. It 
has been a common practice to 
allow them several months be¬ 
yond the start of the year. “We 
have never lost a dime," by wait¬ 
ing until the spring, County Re¬ 
corder James F. Chapman told 
the Press-Record this week. 

$25,500 Unpaid 

The 51 taverns re p r esen t 87% 
of the 136 total. Tlie other 8S 
taverns in unincorporated sec- 
tons have obtained the $300 per- 
mils for this year. Thus, $25,500 
has been paid an'd $15,300 re- 
mains uncollected. 

The decision to take action on 
the delinquent fees was made 
during a conference between 
County Liquor Commissioner 
Gus Mailer and members of the 
liquor license committee. 

Those taverns failing to meet 
the deadUne to be announced 
will be the subject of proceed¬ 
ings intended to force dosing, 
the committee has reported. 

Besides the 24 in this area, the 
51 delinquent taverns Include 10 
in the Alton-Wood River region, 
nine In the Collinsville area and 
seven in areas surrounding Ed- 
wardsville, records in Chspman's 
office show.

The purported "toving” in engineering costs it a 
deceptive figure. It wot arrfved at by comparing maxi* 
mum cost figures of the recommend^ firm, Sheppard, 
Morgen & Schwaab, with prices which aldermen ob> 
toin^ later from firms not recommended by the cW' 
lent in their report. The procedure teems unfair and 
overlooks the foct that oil five firms Interviewed gove 
assurance that they would conduct the federelly- 
financed survey economically. 

Worst of all, signing of o contract at less then 
the $120,000 federal grant could short-change the 
city of survey funds. The sewer, drainage and related 
pollution studjes ore so comprehensive that a full 
exploration is essentiol, net a “penny-wise, .ttound- 
foolish" method of planning o mutti-milllan-dollar pro¬ 
gram. The citizens' committee d^t not odvoMte spend¬ 
ing money unnecessorily, but a firm contract at any 
figure below $120,000 could eliminate all flexibility, 
depriving Granite Cityans of available federal, funds 
that could wall be needed. 

The second costly aspect of the reversal put be¬ 
fore the council by Aldermen Frank Vetci, Walter Nonn 
and Eitill Von Schmittou is that It would discord tho 
firm found most quolified for tho work, a selection 
bosed on extensive study ond detailed interviews. 
Most fomillor with locot terrain and possessing tho 
greatest knowledge of Granite Cty drainoge condi¬ 
tions, the Sheppard firm was recommanded by the 
citizens unanimously in a secret ballot—none knew how 
the others were voting, but all reached the same con¬ 
clusion. The citizen committee was oppointed by the 
mayor and council, and the study was mode at the 
council's request. All the recommendations were ac¬ 
cepted by the council Iasi month, aSid It wos during 
the council commitloe's contract negotiations with 
Sheppard that maximum costs not bids ^ ware 
lilted. 

The city con obtain about the some number of 
units of engineering work from orty of the five 
firms interviewed. Supposed savings on the survey 
are simply not the Issue. The point' Is thot tho city 
delegated to the eilixon group tho llmo-censumtng task 
of evaluating the inlerosted firms. The ipoelol coun¬ 
cil committee did «ol take port in all the Intervlewi 
ond Is in no position to second-guess the selection. 
The council, of course, con If It wishes renounce' its 
own action and tho citizens'* report, but ih# commit¬ 
tee has not shown any causa for such drastic action. 

There is no boiis for making on issue of the cost. 
All five companies told the citizani that professlonol 
ethics barred them from moking bids. New one of 
them says It Is giving a "firm bid," but equal op¬ 
portunity was not given to all. And any reason that 
might bo given for trimming the amount of federol 
funds used Is overshadowed by the need for a full 
study of the drainage outlook, not just for a year or 
two but for many yean le came. 

The survey Is intended to .shew, t^i.ii erep's needs 
through 1990, In lina with, pr ^ ectie ^ ..mo^ in the 
Horland-Bariholomew plan obtamod by rhe city oibng 
with other local taxing bodies. On the record thus for, 
the city council hos token the wlieif dnd moil econo¬ 
mical course In accepting the recommendation for a 
controct with' Sheppard. Monday's minority proposol 
might get the survey made for less money, but in 
spending less federal funds the city undoubtedly 
would get less. In contrast, use of the entire $120,000, 
If needed, could lead to adequate planning for tho 
next two decades, enabling the city to keep abreast 
of Its expansion needs. 

If there is any question relating to the qualifi¬ 
cations or cost, the council should ask the citizens' 
committee to take o final look at ell ovollable data. 
Including new cost figures. Thus, the citizervs' knowl¬ 
edge ond background information gained In the past 
year would not be wotted. 

The needs to be kept In mind are tho fullest 
engineering study possible, tho most qualified firm 
le moke the study, continued maintenance of public 
confidence In all photet of the master drainage pro¬ 
gram and prompt council action to carry out Its oc- 
ceptonce of the eitixens* rocamtriendationi.

Since the Initial census showing 12,282 parsons In

30 days. 

One of tbe SMet Impqrtent 
powers of the electors at the 
annual town meeting — coming 
up on April 5, the first Tuesday 
of April — is the levying of 
taxes. They dU not always have 
this power. In fact, for years 
taxes for general township pur¬ 
poses were levied by the county 
board of supervisors on the bas¬ 
is of ciairu certified by tbe 
board of town auditors. 

Tbe basis for the exercise of 
the tax-levying process by the 
electors is the budget and ap¬ 
propriation ordinance. 'This or- 
fflnance is prepared in tentative 
foon by the board of town au¬ 
ditors (supervisor, town clerk 
and justices of the peace), and is 
available for public inspection 
for at least 30 days prior to fi¬ 
nal action thereon at the town 
meting. At least one public hear¬ 
ing is held on such budget and 
appropriation ordinance prior to 
adoption. Ihiblie notice of such 
heering la given by publicetion 
in a newspaper If there is one 
published within the township; 
if not, notice of the hearing Is 
given by posting notices thereof 
in 5 of the most public places 
within the township. At such 
hearing, as well as at the annual 
town meeting, any taxpayer can 
ask questions and make recom¬ 
mendations pertaining to the 
budget and appropriation ordi- 

Previous to tbe meeting, the 
supervisor must prepare and file 
with the town clerk a full state¬ 
ment of the financial affairs of 
the township for the past year. 
The town clerii has tbe duty of 
not only recording this statement 
in the record book, but he must 
also read It alound at the meet- 

There Is wide divergence 
among townships In tbe atten¬ 
tion paid to the town meeting. 
Some meetings are well attend¬ 
ed and exert a real influence in 
the naanagement of township af¬ 
fairs; in other cases, only a few 
persons oth^ than town officers 
attend, and me meeting la mere¬ 
ly foimal approval of acts al¬ 
ready dedd^ upon by the of¬ 
ficers. To preserve this vestige of 
direct goxemment, the Taxpay¬ 
ers’ Federatiim of Illinois urges 
all qualified electors to attend 
their town meetings.
